Amendment  No.  5  to  Service  and  Regulatory 
Announcenents  (B.A.E,)  No.  125. 


By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  by  the  United  iStates  Cotton  Standards  Act  of  March 
4,  1923  (U^S,Co,  Title  7,  Sees.  51-65),  I,  R.if.  lAinlap,  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  do  make,  prescrile,  puhli^li;  and  give 
public  notice  of  the  follov/ing  amendment,  which  shall  be  in  force 
and  effect  on  and  after  this  date,  to  the  regulaxions  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  under  said  Act. 

In  regulation  13,  strike  out  Section  1  and  paragraph  3  of 
Section  2  and  substitute  therefor  the  follov/ing: 

"Section  1:    All  fees  for  services  of  classification, 
comparison,  certification,  or  review  by  a  board  of  exoialners 
shall  be  paid  at  the  timo  of  filing  the  request  for  the 
service  desired,  except  that  in  the  discretion  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  bills  may  bo  delivered  to  persons  from  vrhom 
paii^inent  for  fees  or  expenses  or  for  the  supervision  of  trans- 
fers may  boQono  duo-     Such  bills  shall  bo  rendered  as  soon 
as  practicable  after  the  fifteenth  and  the  last  day  of  each 
month  for  omountc.  c'r.n  and  unpaid  on  such  C-ates,    When  noc;3s- 
sary,  in  the  c.l:^ "  ion  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  or  the 

-  supervisor  of  ins_: action.  an;r  bill  may  be  rendored  at  an 
earlier  date  for  any  fees  then  due  from  the  person  to  whom 
such 'bill  may  be  rendered*    Poj'-nont  of  any  such  bill  shall 
be  made  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  rendition  thereof,  but 
in  any  event  not  later  than  the  expiration  of  tT»'o  weeks  there-

"Sec,  2  ***  Far^._  _3:_    The  fees  provided  for  in  paragraph 
1  of  this  section  mcy  be  viaived  as  to  the  classification  and 
certification  or  the  reviev/  of  the  classif icat J.on  of  any  cot- 
ton for  tnc  account  of  any  charitable  or  phii.\nthrcpl c  organ- 
ization where  such  cotton  is  inTiondod  to  bo  used  unaer  an  Act 
or  joint  resolution  of  Congress  for  the  relief  of  public  dis- 
tress or  to  bo  exchangee,  for  goods  to  be  so  used:  tT.27;^-P.'i> 
That  no  foes  shall  be  v/aived  unaer  this  paragraph  whiv^h  may 
be  recoverable  by  such  organisatiion  from  any  other  person  on 
account  of  the  classification  ano/or  certification  of  any 
cotton  with  respect  to  7;hich  the  claim  of  such  other  person 
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as  to  grado  or  staple  is  not  sustainod.    To  dononstrato 
tho  classification  of  cotton  according  to  tho  official 
cotton  standards,  tho  Chiof  of  tho  Buroau  may  authorize 
for  limited  poriods  of  timo,  in  dcsignatod  localities, 
tho  informnl  classification  of  samples  submittod  for  the 
purpose  and  tho  issu--aico  without  char£jo  of  Form  A  memo- 
randa ovidoiicing  such 'classification,  but  such  samples 
shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  section  6  of  regula- 
tion 4  unless  claimed  and  removed  by  the  person  submitting 
tho  samo,  at  or  about  tho  time  of  classification."
